Charlie and Jesse Stombaugh 
Disappear Returning From 
Visit to Friend. 








STOLEN, CLAIM POLICE 





Missing Since Monday After- 
noon and Search So 
Far Futile. 


Eight-year-old Charlie Stambaugh and 
his sister Jessie, aged 6, are being sought 
throughout North St. Louis by their 
parents and the police, who believe that 
they were kidnaped or fell into the river 
after their departure from the home of 
Mrs. Kate Robinson, 818 Buchanan 
street, late Monday afternoon. 

When they left Mrs. Robinson’s home 
at 5:30 p. m., she advsed them to go 
straight to their home at 1312 Madison 
street. The boy said he wantetd to show 
his sister the Bremen avenue dump, 
which, he declared, was ‘‘a fine place to 
play.’’ Mrs. Robinson thought she haa 
dissuaded the boy from this plan, and 
was surprised to hear from the chil- 
dren’s parents later that they had not 
reached home. 

The dump is at the foot of Bremen 
avenue, 39000 north. A steep and slip- 
pery bank of clay. stretches from the 
shore down to the water. slip at the 
top of the bank would! mean, for chil- 
dren, almost certain drowning, as they 
could not be seen fro mthe wagon road 
near by. 

Charlie and Jessie are the children of 
Charles Stambaugh. Both are pupils 
of the Webster School, Eleventh and 
Clinton streets. Charlie is large for his 
age, tall and stout, with red hair. He 
wore a blue-striped shirtwaist, dark 
blue trousers and @ peaked black cap. 
His sister, much sma€jler, Wore a dark 
blue dress and was bareheaded. Her 
hafr, not long, is black and wavy. 

The children often walked together, 
or with their o'der brother, Willie, to 
the home of Mrs. Robinson, who is a 
friend of the Stambaugh family. Their 
mother was not alarmed, therefore, 
when she noticed their absence at 4 
o'clock Monday afternoon, and was told 
by Willie that they had gone to Mrs. 
Robinson’s. 

Waited All Night in Vain. 

When they did not return at 6 e’clock 
she telephoned to Mrs. Robinson. She 
was told that the chidren had left a 
half hour before. The parents and the 
brother waited in vain all night for the 
return of the little ones. 

The children were accustomed, in 
ing to Mrs. Robinson's, to walk on 
Madison street east to Ninth street, 
then north on Ninth street to Buchanan 
Street. They started to return by the 
same way. 

Policemen from the North Market 
Street Station who investigated the dis- 
appearance of the children Tuesday, be- 
fore learning that the boy had talked 
of going to the _ river, expressed 
the opinion that they had been 
kidnaped. They believed tha if the chil- 
dren had merely lost their way they 
would have been found before night- 
fai. 

It is possible, the police say, that the 
kidnaping took place after the children 
had lost their way, and that the person 
to whom they appealed carried them 
away, hoping to learn later whether 
their parents would be able to pay for 
their release. 

When seen by a Post-Dispatch re- 
porter Tuesday Mrs. Stambaugh was 
reluctant to believe that her children 
had been kidnaped. She said that they 
were accustomed to walk north on Ninth 
street because that is granitoid. They 
might, she thought, have turned west 
by mistake at St. Louis avenue, which 
is similarly paved.

Combine Promoters Really Ad- 
vanced No Money in Acquir- 
ing Competitors. 





Counsel for the Government‘ in the 
suit to break up the bridge and ‘ermi- 
nal monopoly in St. Louis developed 
Thursday some features of raliroad 
high finance in connectiort with the pt&r- 
chase of the Wiggins Ferry and other 
properties which have been abserbed by 
the Terminal Association. C. A- Vin- 
nedge, secretary and auditor of the 
Terminal Association, testified that $7,- 
426,356.15 was set aside from the pro- 
ceeds of the sale of bonds under the 
general mortgage of $50,000,000 to re- 
imburse the proprietary lines in the as- 
sociation for the money they had ad- 
vanced to purchase the stock of the 
Wiggins Ferry Co. 

In this manner the Terminal Associa- 


tion acquired the Wiggins Ferry Co. 
without the actual expenditure of @ dol- 
lar. All it had to do was to put up 
the original purchase price, and then 
wait to be reimbursed from the sale of 
the bonds. 

Not only was the Wiggins Ferry 
property acquired in this manner, buc 
also the St. Louis Belt & Terminal Rail- 
way, at $160,000: the Interstate Car and 
Transfer Co., at $620,000, and the East 
St. Louis & Carondelet Belt Railway, 
at $1,250,000. All of these properties 
were acquired about the time the Ter- 
minal Association was buying up all of 
its competitors, and they were all pur- 
chased without any actual expenditures 
by the railroad companies. 

W. K. Kavanaugh, who was president 
of the St. Louis Belt & Terminal Rail- 
way Co., and also of the Interstate Car 
and Transfer Co., which were rivals of 
the Terminal Association, testified Tues- 
day before Special Commissioner Rom- 
bauer that the proposition to buy these 
properties came to him as a very great 
surprise. He said that the Missouri Pa- 
cifie Railroad, the Frisco and the Inter- 
state Car and Transfer Co., were equal- 
ly interested in the St. Louis Belt & 
Terminal Railway, which was to be 
constructed in St. Louis County and 
make connections with the Interstate 
ferries. 

“The proposition to purchase these 
properties was brought to me by B. F. 
Yoakum of the Frisco,’’. said Mr. Kav- 
anaugh. ‘I was at first opposed to sell- 
ing the properties, but finally we agreed 
on a price for the Interstate, and I 


closed the deal for its sale.”’

Pride of Boston to Become the 
Tool of a Trust. 


CLEVELAND, O., May 14.—The great 
American bean is to become a trust. 
Not a trust in any iniquitous Ida Tar- 
bell sense, but a combine, a monopoly, a 
gathering of all the beans into one pot. 
Such in effect is the announcement of 
Judge Francis J. Wing, formerly of the 
Federal bench, 

Judge Wing grows eloquent in des- 
cribing the possibilities of the bean 
and the corner on beans that he is 
arranging. 

“The bean is loaded to the gunwale 
with albumen and protein and there 
isn’t a drop of water in the _ stock,’’ 
he says. ; 

‘Tt is the cheapest of foods. and we 
expect to do even better with a com- 
bination of all the bean plants. We 
hope to see a bean in every home, to 
see every homeless waif on the street 
corner the proud possessor of a bean 
bag.”’ 

The company is to be organized with 
a capital stock of $4,000,000.

Rival’ dancehalls at Fireworks Sta- 
tion, near East St. Louis, were the scene 
of a lively demonstration Saturday 


night, and rival owners, one of whom is 
a constable, were the participants. 

The cause of the trouble was the ar- 
rest of Prof. A. Graff and George 
Schaub, Saturday night by Constable 
Barney B. Williams, and their arraign- 
ment before Justice Burley on charges 
of disturbing the peace. 

Prof. Graff is proprietor of a dancehall 
and saloon three miles south of: East 
St. Louis. Dances are held every Sat- 
urday and Sunday night. Williams con- 
ducts a saloon and dancehall across the 
street. As a business sideline, Williams 
was elected Constable. Justice Burley 
opened a courtroom in the rear of Wil- 
liams’ saloon and adjoining the dance- 
hell. 

Also Grocer and Farmer. 

Justice Burley does not devote 
all his time to holding court. He is a 
bricklayer, farmer, grocer, deacon in 
the Presbyterian Mission and superin- 
tendent of its Sunday school. He puts 
the ‘“‘lid’’ on his office on Sundays. The 
‘“lid’’ never goes on at Williams’ dance- 
hall. 

The rivalry between Williams and 
Graff caused a break. Last week a rock 
was thrown through a window in Graff's 
dancehall. Graff says Williams was 
standing outside when the rock was 
thrown. A quarrel followed and Graff 
says Williams threatened to “put him 
out of business.”” Saturday night, two 
men visited Gratt’s hall and talked loud- 
ly. Graff and Schaub escorted them to 
the door. 

A few minutes later Williams invaded 
the Graff place, arrested Graff and took 
them before Justice Burley. Bonds were 
signed and the mén will come up for 
trial Saturday at 10 a. m. 

Farmers Are Excited, 

Graff has employed a lawyer and will 
take a change of venue from Justice 
Burley. The nearest Justice is Peter 
Moussette. Alexander Flannigen, spon- 
sor for Mousette, is attorney for Graff 
and Schaub. 

Attorney Flannigen openly talks of 
what Williams will get ‘‘done to him’ 
in court. The farmers in that locality 
are preparing to drive early to Burley’s 
court, take their dinner along and fol- 
low the procession to Mousette’s court 
to witness the battle. 

Graff threatens to go to the grand 
jury and charge Williams with conduct- 
ing a disorderly house, and Williams 
makes the same threat against his busi- 
ness rival. There is no middle ground. 
The battle is on for a decision and the 
neighbors expect an array of lawsuits 
before either rival is counted o@.

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5000 DAILY APPLICATIONS 
FOR PENSIONS UNDER NEW ACT 


Now Estimated That Service Act 
Will Take $25,000,000 
From Treasury. 


By Wire From the Washington Bureau 
of the Post- Dispatch. 
WASHINGTON, May 14.—Applica- 
tions under the service pension law, 
passed at the last session of Congress, 
are coming in at the rate of 53000 a 
day. Up to this time 325,000 applica- 
tions have been received, although the 


act-is less than three months old. The 
force of the Pension Bureau has n 
swamped by the unexpected mass of 
work. 

When asked by Congress for an esti- 
mate of applicants, Commissioner 
Warner replied that provision for 234,000 
beneficiaries would be ample. He es- 
timated that the oposed legislation 
would cost $15,000,000 a year. 

There was some/ skepticism among 
members of Congress regarding the ac- 
curacy of these estimates, especially 
one covering the cost. Some members 
predicted that the service pension law 
would take $25,000,000 additional out of 
the treasury, and some even placed the 
figures higher. 

hen pension officials have been 
somewhat surprised at the large per- 
centage of original claimants among 
those who are taking advantage of the 
service act. It is stated that nearly 
two per cent of the 325,000 claims filed 
under the new act are from soldiers 
who never before attempted to take 
advantage of the bounty system. Their 
number is already larger than the es-

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DOLLAR WHEAT. 

When wheat goes c<bove a dollar in the Chi- 
cago pit wefore the middle of May, the financial 
world begins ‘to take notice. 

From 1861 to 1883 wheat never failed to go 
above the dollar except in the single year of 1862, 
but that was largely a matter of money inflation 
rather than of comparative value. In nine years 
out of 23 since 1883, wheat has exceeded $1 in 
Chicago; in only five of the 16 years since 1891. 
The effect of speculative raids on _ prices is 
shown in the fact that in the past 46 years the 
highest prices were 17 times reached in the 
months of April and May and only four times in 
October and November, when the size of the crop 
is pretty well known. So it is perhaps early to 
begin to worry. Corn is, in most states, not yet 
planted. In 1904 a wheat crop 100,000,000 bushels 
below the average was balanced by a corn crop 
only twice before exceeded. The corn crop of the 
country is usually worth nearly as much as the 
wheat and cotton crops combined, but it is less 
interesting to speculators. The great bulk of corn 
never moves far from the farm where it is raised, 
and gives work neiiner to railroad men nor mill- 
ers. A hog’s time is worth nothing; he grinds his 
own corn and afterwards travels to market him- 
self as its highly concentrated product. Wheat, 
on the other hand, travels long distances by water 
or rail, furnishes work for miller, cooper, lumber 
man and flour-sack maker, and then travels again 
as flour to the myriad mouths that await it. Cot- 
ton provides far less freighting business than 
wheat, but it is by all odds the greatest crop for 
paying American bills abroad. Cotton exports in 








1905-6 out-valued those of corn, wheat, flour, 
petroleum, beef and pork combined. 

Hence dollar wheat and gloomy gossip about 
ackward or replanted cotton make an unfortunate 
combination. But the season is young yet. There 
is time as well as room for it to reform.

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A WISE REFORM. 

There is good sense in the suggestion of Dr. B. 
L. Reitman, the Chicago settlement worker who 
has been investigating the condition of Work- 
house prisoners in this city, that the Workhouse 
inmates be paid a small wage for their labor. 
He suggests 50 cents a day. The reason he gives 
is, that after serving a term. in the Workhouse 
prisoners are turned out without a cent and 
necessarily remain vagrants or thieves. 

If the plan of paying wages were adopted not 
only in workhouses but in penitentiaries, it would 
be a great and humane advance on the present 
system. Moneyless ex-convicts and ex-workhouse 
inmates are excellent material for habitual crim- 
inals. They have nothing upon which to begin 


‘life anew, and their records make it difficult for 


them to obtain employment. They are practically 
forced into crime. And dependent families of 
men sent to the Penitentiary or to the Work- 
house suffer more than the prisoners. The pres- 
ent system is inhuman and promotes crime. 
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Pages 5 and 6 of the Sunday Post-Dispatch of 
May 12 should not be missed by Prof. Osler. Put 
away the chloroform.

It would work 
a9 follows in the conduit bills now be- 
fore the Council. If it is thought, for 
the good of the city, to allow the con- 
struction of the conduits then, any 
excess of profits—over 12 per cent for 
the first five years, over 10 per cent 
for the second five years, and over 8 
per cent for the remainder of the term 
of franchise would accrue to the city. 
These percentages are to be figured 
on the actual cash expended on the 
plant. Expenses and repairs not to 
be charged to stock account. Accounts 
to be open to city inspector, and kept 
by a method satisfactory to comptrol- 
ler. Such percentages of returns af- 
ford ample encouragement to capital, 
and would lead to the fullest develop- 
ment of the business.

Another star of the first magnitude 
has appeared in the billiard world. Ora 
Morningstar of New York is the cuetst, 
who, by his recent defeat of Jake 
Schaefer, and in his present match with 
the champion, George Sutton, has. as- 
sumed a leading place among the fa- 
mous billiard plavers of the world. 

Morningstar's rise in this branch of 
sport has been of the meteoric kind. 
A few years ago his reputation was 
confined to the billiard halls of New 
York, but he is now spoken of as the 
coming champion of the United States, 
which means the world. 

Morningstar’s defeat of ‘Wizard’ 
Schaefer is not so surprising, because 
the latter is now an old man, and his 
hand has lost that deftness of touch 
which so excited the admiration of lov- 
ers of this game botlr in this country 
and in Europe. 

In his present game 
Sutton, at the Grand Billiard Hall, 
Morningstar is playing a much better 
game than he did against Schaefer. His 
average of 37% in last night's game 
against 14% for Sutton, gives a fair 
idea of the quality of billlards that the 
New York expert is playing just now. 
Of course, the Morningstar-Sutton 
match, which is at 1800 points, is sim- 
ply an exhibition game, and does not 
in any respect invoke the question of 
the championship. 

Nevertheless his

Capron and “Gene’’ Carter at any style 
of billiard game. 

Since then. however, he has become 
world famous as an exponent of ‘‘the 
gentle art,” and ts today champion at 
the most difficult of balk-line games. 

In games involving championship ti- 
tles, Morningstar has heretofore been a 
great disappointment. He seems to lose 
his nerve as well as his stroke at the 
most critical times, and this weakness 
has lost him many games that he might 
otherwise have won. But he is young 
at the game. and with the possible exX- 
ception of Willie Hoppe, there is no 
player among the stars of the present 
day who has so quickly forged to the 
front, nor whose career seems so prom-~ 
ising as Ora Morningstar.

The authorities had announced 
that a cessation of work there would be 
punished by a general lockout, but the 
workmen voted to give their day's earn- 
ings to the fund for idle workmen. The 
strike also affected many of the smaller 
stores, street-car service was suspend- 
ed on several lines and most of the 
newspapers announced the suspension 
of their afternoon or Wednesday morn- 
ing editions, owing to the strike of their 
compositors.

PITTSBURG, Pa., May 14.—The re- 
cent slump in Wall street, which made 
or broke so many, cost bankers of 
Pittsburg in the neighborhood of $3),- 
000,000. On the best of authority it is 
learned today. that local banks wore 
forced to disgorge millions in order that 
the frenzied financiers from Pittsburg 
might be able to cover themselves from 
attacks on their stocks. 

While there are bankers who will ad- 
mit that the sum carried from Pitts- 
burg within 48 hours was more than 
$15,000,000, they will not subscribe to 
the $30,000,000 figure, while others, good 
bankers, too, say that $30,000,000 Is 
about the proper figure and that 
through the rush of this mountain of 
money to Wall street the financial .ife 
of many who ¢all Pittsburg their home 
were saved. 

Perhaps the greatest calls came from 
H. C. Frick, who, it is admitted by all 
his friends, was hit hard in the squeeze 
between March 14 and March 20. The 
first call of Frick was for $4,000,000, 
which sum was handed over the same 
as if it were a chew of tobacco, but 
Frick came back and kept coming back. 

And it was so with others -of less 
fame, but who were fully as unfor- 
tunate as Mr. Frick was this time. 
Among those whose names are men- 
tioned here as having been caught are 
W. Ellis Corey and Charles M. Schwah. 
They, too, had banker friends in Pitts- 
burg, and they were assisted. The fact 
that Schwab has offered his mansion 
in New York at $1,000,000 less than it 
cost him causes much speculation in 
Pittsburg, where his plunges in Wall 
street have been viewed with wonder. 
According to a banker friend of Mr. 
Frick the man of steel is said to have 
suffered in mind and body as wel! as 
in pocket in the slump. 

Frick Lost Thirty Pounds, 


H. C. Frick is said to have confessed 
on a recent visit to Pittsburg that he 
had lost thirty pounds in weight within 
a few weeks while the slump was com- 
ing and going. This panker said today 
that Mr. Frick appeared but a ghost 
of his former self and had confessed 
that he would not care for a mess of 
the Wall street game for some time to 
come. 

The Union Trust Co. supplied a good 
portion of the millions needed, while 
other banks cume In with various 
amounts. 

Nor has Pittsburg recovered from 
this exodus of coin. There were hund- 
reds of others here who, followirg 
blindly in the lead of the big fellows, 
were caught, and some of them did not 
get out. The statement has been pvuh- 
licly made by Mayor Guthrie that the 
number of rich men who this vear have 
passed on their taxes on property, :l- 
lowing it to become delinquent, is sur- 
yrisingly large.

SEYMOUR, Io., May 14.—"I may go 
to the Penitentiary,’ said Leroy Ware, 
the boy cashier who wrecked the Farm- 
ers’ and Drovers’ Bank of this city, ‘‘but 
if I do, I will drag some of the high- 
toned, silk-stocking, amen-corner 
brethren of this town along with me. 
I admit that the bank's affairs have not 
been properly managed by me. But I 
went into that bank when I was 14 
years of age. And since I was 17, I have 
had practical charge of the institution. 
My tro. ies are due to my accommoda- 
tlon to men whose words proved lies,” 

The public does not fear that Ware 
will starve himself to death in order 
te prevent the amazing scandal envelop- 
ing his business methods from being 
bared. His threats to adopt this man- 
ner of ending his life are received with 
general incredulity. 

“When the trial is called, Ware will be 
there and will tell everything, though 
it is probably true he would like to save 
his friends,’ says a depositor in the 
wrecked institution, ‘‘He will certainly 


take somebody along with him if he has 
to go to prigon.’’ 

Two weeks ago the town of Seymour 
was thrown into an uproar when the 
doors of the bank did not open. _ It 
was whispered about that Bank Ee- 
aminer Leland Windsor was in charge 
of the Farmers’ and wrovers’, the popu- 
lar bank of the town, and that Roy 
Ware, the young cashier, was $20,000 
short. After two weeks t.e State ex- 
perts have unraveled the tangle of ac- 
counts. 

They have found that the shortage, 
instead of $20,000 is nearer $400,000. 
They have caused Wares arrest on 4 
charge of fraudulent banking, and they 
have step by step discovereu the metnods 
used by the cashier and his associates. 
‘he bank has been placed tn the hands 
of weceiver B. F. Fry, and efforts are 
being made to wind up its affairs. It is 
scarcely probable ..at more than 15 or 
20 per cent can be realized for the pco- 
ple who trusted the ‘“‘Boy Cashier." 

Ware Was Boy Wonder. 

The question that arises is: “How 
was it possible for this.young man to 
loot a bank of $400,000 and a discovery 
of his theft be made only by accident?’ 

Ware entered the bank at 14 years of 
age and was made cashier at 18 years, 
at that time enjoying the distinction of 
being the youngest bank cashier in the 
United States, He was the protege of 
President Aaron Evans of the bank, 
than whom there is no more respected 
man in Southern Iowa. Evans is worth 
almost half a million, and it is elaimed 
that he is only waiting a complete 
statement of the deficiency to announce 
that he will make good what the bank 
does not pay. 

Ware began to go wrong four years 
after he was made cashier. He met 
one of the men, who he new claims 
led him into evil ways, on the street 
and a conversation something like this 
occurred: 

“Ware let me have $1000 for a few 
days?’’ 

“All right,’’ said the cashier. ‘‘What 
sort of terms do you offer for the loan?” 

“Tell the truth, Roy, I’m not just 
fixed today to put up any security.” 

“We can’t loan without the usual 
protection,”’ replied the cashier. 

“O, don’t stuff me Hxo that. Why you 
can set down here and make me out a 
certificate of deposit for $1000 without 
batting an eye. In a week I'll have 
money enough to pay you. You get your 
money and interest for the bank. I get 
wg accommodation. That’s all there is 
ot 
Ware admits that just such a talk as 
this caused him to weaken. He could 
not resist the temptation when a close 
friend of himself and his’ family 
slapped him on the back and asked 
for a thousand or two. The man who 
secured the first certificate of deposit 
without security told of his success 
to four others, according to report. The 
second asked the young cashier for 
cash and was refused the first. 

Weakens Before Exposure. 

“Why, you did it for Blank, I hear,” 


was the argument. 

Ware again refused, but was threat- 
ened with exposure. He weakened for 
the five men and soon the boldest sys- 
tem of bank robbery known in Iowa 
was in full operation. 

Sometimes the system netted big 
sums for the bank and for the five 
men who were duping the young cash- 
jer, It is openly charged that the iive 
men soon began speculating in grain. 
The telegraph operator at the Rock 
Isiand station in Seymour says “Sey- 
mour took an awful lot of market 
quotations for a small burg. Ware 
provided the money for these opern- 
tions, it is claimed. And he did it by 
tesuing certificates of deposit without 
the money. This might have gone on 
for years had not the = speculations 
failed and the five or six men in the 
system failed to replace the mioney. 

The immediate cause of discovery 
was an error Ware made in his deposit 
account with the First National Bank 
at Ottumwa. Then came the crash. 

Ware was unable to manipulate hig 
bank statement to decelve the examin- 
ers, then suspicious. He had to have 
money or its equivalent on face. He 
reasoned if it was possible to put out 

aper upon which money could be reai- 
feed without the actual cash being de- 

sited, why was it not possible to bring 
nm money and make no record of it so 
that the books would balance. 

This was what Ware began to do. 
Hie would receive large deposits, give 
the regular slip for them, but would 
make no entry on the bank books. So 
the depositor had no record in the bank. 
It is known he kept a private record, 
but the authorities have been afer | in 
vain to find it. This record is said to 
be the only means of tracing at least 
$300,000 and perhaps $400,000 of deposits, 

Did Not Profit Personally. 

Ware's explanation of where the mon- 
ey went seems reasonable in the face 
of the fact that all Seymour will swear 
that the young cashier has not visibly

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Timber Decreasing in Indiana 
at a Rate That Forecasts 
Puture Trouble. 


- 


INDIANAPOLIS, Ind, May 14.—In 
& discussion of Indiana's forestry fu- 
ture the biennial report of the State 
Board of Forestry states with some 
Symptoms of alarm that within a few 
years it will be impossible to find suita- 
ble timber in the State for manufactur- 
ing purposes. This report ig based of 
course on the rate at whith timber 
is being cut in the State. 

The idea frequently advanced that 
when all the timber is gone there will 
be substitutes to answer for manufac- 
turing purposes is untrue, according to 
the State Forestry Board, which says 
such conditions is impossible. The re- 
port says in this connection: 

“It will be found impossible to sub- 
stitute in the majority ot uses. There 
is a quality about wood indispensable 
for use. Wood has been, and always 
will be, equal in demand and use to any 
other material, and as long as there is 
industry there will be a demand for 
wood.’ Because, then, that wood is in- 
dispensable, and also because it can- 
not be manufactured but must grow, 
and, further, because the present sup- 
ply is becoming rapidly exhausted, the 
future -supply can only be hoped for 
through and by engaging in forestry. 
Putting to the most wise use the pres- 
ent supply and growing new forests is 
the only and absolute way to have 
timber for the future. As to the indi- 
vidual who reasons only for his own 
lifetime, the sooner he gets off the 
earth the better for the community in 
which he lives,’ 

A plan of setting out forestry lots is 
suggested by the board. It would have 
each farmer in the State set apart a 
portion of his ground on which to plant 
forest trees for the purpose of raising 
timber. Every farmer‘should set out a 
large enough percentage of his acreage 
to raige timber to supply the. farm and 
have some left for commercial  pur- 
poses. 

No more valuable trees could be in- 
troduced, tonsidered from every view- 
point, than the white, burr and red 
oaks, American ash, black walnut. shell- 
bark hickory, yellow poplar, wild cher- 
ry, American elm, sycamore, maple and 
linden. For fencing -posts, cross-ties, 
telegraph and telephone poles, the 
American chestnut, black locust, cat- 
alpa speciosa, osage orange, mulberry, 
Kentucky coffee tree and red cedar are 
the recognized trees to plant. The 
woodlot should contain a mixture of 
these two classes of trees, as the prob- 
lem with the farmer now, and will be 
in the future, is lumber for building, 
posts for fencing, and wood for fuel, 
and in the fleld of merchandise one is 
sought as extensively as the other. The 
farm forest should be free from worth- 
less species and trees of experiment 
should be given no room and time.

CHICAGO, May 14.—By a custom 
old as law itself, Rev. William Warren 
Thompson, former pastor of the Olivet

Bertha Johnson, the pretty church or- 
ganist, is to be given his liberty. It is 
stated at the Criminal Court Building 
that Thompson turned State’s evidence 
and his liberty wil be restored by the 
State. 

Dr. Dennis is serving an Indetermi- 
nate sentence in the Penitentiary at 
Joliet. On the same day sentence was 
passed on Dr. Dennis, action was de- 
ferred in Thompson's case by advice 
of tne State’s Attorney. 

Members of the church and friends 
of the Johnson family are indignant be- 
cause of the rumor that Thompson will 
escape punishment. 


EPIDEMIC FATAL TO 
MULES AND CATTLE 


BATON ROUGE, La., May 14.—Rice 
planters ure suffering from a dread dis- 


ease, which is taking off mules by the 
hundred. An animal dies within 24 
hours after an attack. One planter in 
the district infected has lost five mules 
and 15 head of cattle within a week 
and the local veterinary surgeons cannot 
stop the disease. The loss of a mule 
at this time in the season severely 
cripples many of the smaller planters. 
The Louisiana State Experiment Sta- 
tion has sent an agent into the Calca- 
siev parish to investigate the _ disease 
among the mules and cattle at Jennings 
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Socalled in Montana Game 
Laws and Is Perpetually 
Protected, 


HELENA, Mont., May 11.—The Mon- 
tana Legislature which Glaseed the stork 
with the singing birds some years agu 
amends the game laws at each ses- 
sion but refuses to change that section 
relating to the stork which was origin- 
ally introduced before the body as & 
joke. Representative Stork of Cascade 
County, endorsed the measure heartiiy 
before discovering it had been intro- 
duced as a joke on him. He then fought 
vainly against its passage, and every 
succeeding legislature asists in per- 
petuating the joke. 

When the amendment was introduced 
the Cascade County; representative in 
accordance with a plan with the Lewis 
and Clark County introducer, arose and 
seconded the adoption of the amend- 
ment, declaring that he thought it a 
splendid step. Then another member 
from Helena, a lawyer, made an ex- 
tended speech in support of the amend- 
ment, pagecten | that those who had 
heard the stork sing, could not fail to 
appreciate its melodious notes, and as- 
serted with great vehemence that it 
should by all means be protected against 
the onslaughts of the cruel hunters. 

Still another Helena member arose to 
second the motion, agd told of the visits 
of the stork in certain portions of Cas- 
cade County. By this time, the Cascade 
County representative realized that a 
joke was being perpetrated and en- 
deavored to catch the chairman’s eye 
that he might protest against such 
procedue, where a few moments before 
he had been an ardent supporter of the 
step. But the chairman was indifferent 
to his entreaties until fully half a dozen 
speeches had been made in favor of its 
adoption.

ENTERPRISE, Miss., May 14.—Each 
Brewer, candidate for Governor, ad- 
dressed the voters of this section here 
and discussed the enforcement of the 
law and the upbuilding of Mississippi.

He said that nine out of ten failures 
by merchants and white men and boys 
who have gone wrong and been Sent to 
the Penitentiary can trace their down- 
fall to the Mucket shop and gambling in 
cotton futures. He touched upon many 
other subjects, among which were the 
old soldiers and the elective judiciary. 
As to the latter, he said he was in fa- 
vor of electing the judges. He said the 
present appointive system was crystal- 
lized into law in 1869, and that it was 
not democratic. 








Topeka Alderman Introduces

| TOPEKA, Kan., May 14.—Topeka, true

This Presumption Justified, 
Judge Bland Says in 
United Railway Suit. 





BARRIE CASE REVERSED 





Books Must Be Opened and 
$2,000,000 Claimants Have 
New Hope of Realizing. 





By a decision rendered Tuesday in 
the St. Louis Court of Appeals, holders 
of damage judgments and claims 
against the St. Louis Transit Co., ag- 
gregating more than $2,000,000 are given 
a new hope of realizing on them, and 
the examination in court of the Transit 
Co.'s books, thus far sealed to the pub- 
lic, is made probable. 

Te decision reverses the decision of 
Judge Fisher that the United Railways 
Co. is not rosponsible for the liabilities 
of the Transit Co., and remands the 
$1590 suit of David Barrie against the 


former company for a new trial. 

Marion C. Early, Barrie's attorney, 
said Tuesday that the decision, in his 
opinion, opened the way for claimants 
for damages against the Transit Co. to 
obtain settlement from the United Rail- 
ways Co., whica has evaded such claims 
since it absorbed the Transit Co.'s 
property in October, 1904. 

In the trial of Barrie’s case before 
Judge Fisher in the November term, 
1904, tabulated statements of assets re- 
ceived by the United Railways Co. 
from the Transit company, and the lia- 
bilities assumed by the former under 
the terms of the tripartite agreement 
of Oct. 31, 1904, were introduced. This, 
it is held, was an error, as the books 
themselves should have been submit- 
ted in evidence. 


Presumption of Fraud. 


The latest decision of the Court of Ap- 
peals in this case is the second that has 


been rendered, the first having been ad- 
verse to Barrie, who; however, asked 
and was granted a rehearing. 

Barrie's suit was an attempt to collect 
from the United Railways Co. a judg- 
ment of $1250 returned against’ the 
Transit company for injuries which he 
claimed to nave suffered Feb. 1, 1900. 

The execution was returned by the 
Sheriff ‘‘nulla bona,’’ and the United 
Railwevs Co. was then made defendant, 





with the intention that the judgment 
given against the Transit Co. should be- 
come a lien on the property ef the 
linited Railways Co. 

Touching the “tripartite agreement”’ 
incidentally, Judge Bland, who wrote 
the opinion, says that because the of- 
ficers and directory of the two street 
railway corporations . are practically 
identical, the contract into which they 
entered for the exchange of stock and 
control is presumed to have been fraudu- 
lent. This presumption is not, he said, 
irrebutable, but simply a presumption 
of facts and may be overcome by proof 
that they acted in rood faith. 


United Railways Liable. 


Continuing, Judge Bland says: ‘If 
the stock of the Transit company had 
any value, the United Railways should 
be charged with it.’’ It is possible, he 
says, that the stockholders of the Tran- 
sit company are Hable to the creditors 
of that corporation, but they are not 
parties to the suit under consideration, 
and the United Railways Co., he holds, 
is not in any way concerned in the con- 
troversy between the Transit company’s 
creditors and stockholders. 

Judge Bland characterizes the tabu- 
lated statements as “the baldest hear- 
Say.’’ 

“We cannot consider these statements 
as evidence,” he says. “In this state 
of the record, the evidence is wholly in- 
sufficient to enable ys to pass on the 
merits of the controversy.”’ 

On that ground the case is sent back 
to Judge Fisher for retrial. Judge Goode 
cohcurred in that part of the opinion 
covering the want of evidence on which 
to base a judgment.
